The Ciuiness Book of Records lists a gaudy 
statistic that Sierra Madre’s Wistaria Vine, the 
world's largest plant, produced 1'/: million blossoms. 
Is it any wonder that thousands from all over 
flocked to Sierra Madre, the “Wistaria City”? 

This year’s open house is scheduled for Sun¬ 
day, Mar. 24, 1 — 4 p.m. at Carter and Her- 
mosa. Ihe fete is sponsored by the Sierra Madre 
Beautification Committee. 

fhis flowering wonder of the world has also 
been called a “monster.” Its vigor and tenacious 
growth actually destroyed a 2-story, 10-room home, 
growing into walls, out of the fireplace. It caused 
collapse of the roof. 

But amazingly, all this lavender loveliness be¬ 
gan from a mere gallon can of wistaria, bought 
for 75C by Mrs. Alice Brugman, back in the early 
1890s. While her husband, a mining engineer, 
was in Mexico, she drove their horse and buggy 
to Monrovia’s Pioneer Nursery for the vine, then 
planted it with the hope it would grow and en¬ 
hance their home. It nearly destroyed their home. 

.A year before, they had purchased the house 
from n. B. Jones. He had built it in 1883 
for his bride, the former Winona Trusscl, and their 
wedding was the first to take place in Sierra Madre. 

Surely our glorious climate, purest water, 
rich soil — things touted so often by early pro¬ 
moters of our town — ensured its healthy growth. 

Some said, too, that its tap root was in 
contact with an underground reservoir and that 
might be possible. Good drainage is a requisite 
for growing wistaria, well provided by that hilly, 
terraced location. That location, known as “Scenic 
Point,” was it.self an attraction to people and com¬ 
manded a spectacular view of the valley.

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Lent means 
baptism

Surely, by this time, everyone knows 
that the meaning of Lent is baptism. 
Years ago, we had to hammer away at 
that theme, for Lent was considered more 
from the aspects of fasting and giving up 
things and subjectiveiy meditating on the 
suffering and death of Jesus. 

With the restoration of the Easter 
Vigil, things began to change with the 
renewal of baptismal promises at Easter. 
We are aware of the various historical 
developments in attitudes about Lent. We 
know, for example, that Lent originated 
as the final preparation of catechumens 
for Baptism. 

In the Fourth Century, adult baptism 
was more in vogue than infant baptism, 
and a person had to study in the cate- 
chumenate for two years (or more) before 
making the final preparations for his bap¬ 
tism. During Lent, various rites were ce¬ 
lebrated which led to his baptism in the 
Easter Vigil. After the catechumenate fell 
into disuse, Lent was a baptismal renewal, 
just as it is now. 

Perhaps we should take our cue from 
the liturgy itself: on the “saddest of days” 
(Good Friday), the Church proclaims the 
Passion according to St. John. In St. 
John’s account of the Passion, the “bitter 
suffering” of Jesus is downplayed; with 
every sentence, John emphasizes that 
Jesus is victorious, that He is King, that 
the world (not Jesus) is on trial, that He 
triumphantly reigns from the throne of the 
cross from which flow the life-giving 
sacraments of baptism and eucharist 
(’’water and blood flowed from His side”). 

Everything in Lent, then, should be 
seen in the context of victory over sin, 
conversion to God, renewal of the true 
meaning of our baptism. 

And for these reasons, we need to re¬ 
new our baptism. A renewal means that 
we are truly going to die daily to sin 
and self, and to live each day in accord¬ 
ance with our dignity as risen members 
of the glorified Christ. To do this means 
that we must become more fervent in 
faith, more aware of the presence of 
Christ in our lives. It means that we must 
be generous in our love. To love is an act 
of faith. 

If we must constantly be looking out 
for our own needs and our self, then we 
lack faith. It takes faith to give our time 
and our talents. We need faith to see that 
we lost nothing when we give everything. 

As we celebrate the Lenten season, 
then let us ask God that He will convert 
us to His ways. Let us pray that we shall 
not be content with mere “natural” virtue 
and that we shall seek to live according 
to our risen dignity.

Once again the subject 
of illegal rentals was up 
for discussion at the Sier¬ 
ra Madre City Council 
meeting on Mar. 12. 

It seems incredible 
that knowledgeable 
people who were res¬ 
idents of the city when 
the zoning ordinance was 
adopted in 1957 could be 
ignorant of that law. Or 
again in 1972 when, with 
the aid of many citizens, 
the City Plan was adopt¬ 
ed. Reading through that 
study, one realizes that 
it must have been the 
subject of considerable 
discussion and comment 
among residents and in 
the local press. 

By now, the Council 
must surely be aware 
that the problem will not 
go away unless it is de¬ 
cisively dealt with. Until 
then, it will continue to 
fester, blighting residen¬ 
tial areas and breeding 
dissention among neigh¬ 
bors. 

There is an ordinance 
which prohibits illegal 
rentals in R1 areas and 
another that prohibits 
the substantial alteration 
ol pre-existing non-con¬ 
forming structures. 

Nowhere is it written 
that a violation may con¬ 
tinue in order that the 
owner may recover the 
financial investment. In 
a democracy, citizens 
must accept respon¬ 
sibility lor their own er¬ 
rors of judgment. They 
are not entitled to re¬ 
dress at the expense of 
their neighbors. 


The city is riddled with 
illegal rentals in R1 
zones and that is the 
excuse offered by people 
who are in violation. 
While some of the struc¬ 
tures may be to code, 
the majority are not. 
They are a menace to 
renters as well as to ad¬ 
jacent properties, in case 
of fire. 

The city has areas 
zoned for rentals where 
entrepreneurs may oper¬ 
ate under proper super¬ 
vision and in compliance 
with health and safety 
standards. 

Neither Arcadia nor 
Monrovia tolerate zon¬ 
ing violations. I have 
been told by their build¬ 
ing departments that 
they have no problems 
with compliance because 
their citizens are aware 
of their city’s active en¬ 
forcement. 

Sierra Madre’s Plan¬ 
ning Commission recog¬ 
nizes our city’s problems 
and is struggling to cope 
with them, but they have 
no power of enforce¬ 
ment. That power resides 
with the City Council, 
whose members take an 
oath to faithfully dis¬ 
charge the duties incum¬ 
bent upon them when 
they are sworn into of¬ 
fice. 

The City Council must 
exercise its power and 
act to maintain the in¬ 
tegrity of R1 single-fam¬ 
ily residential areas. By 
so doing, it will also stop 
the 'eakage of revenue 
from uncollected fees for 
services.

“Patience and Praise” 

Flic mischici that arises from a young 
dog’s naimal curiosity can begin to rule your 
life unless you provide some guidance. 

Flic best time to liegin training is at ap¬ 
proximately 3 months of age. Stick to basic 
commands such as sit, down, come and teach¬ 
ing your dog his name. More advanced train¬ 
ing should be reserved until 6 months of 
age, when your pci has a greater degree of 
physical and mental development. 

,A patient, consistent approach reinforced 
by a tremendous amount of praise, works the 
best. 


Try teaching just before feeding time, 
as your dog will look forward to the reward 
of a good meal. Keep lessons short — a 
10-minute lesson, three times a day is better 
than one, 30-minute lesson. Work on one com¬ 
mand at a time, repeating the word while 
showing your dog what you want him to do. 

Resist negative words like “No!” Instead, 
choose descriptive and simple cotnmands which 
prompt a certain action from your dog. For 
instance, a dog who jumps up on the eatitig 
table will better understand what is expected 
of him if he’s given a command of “Down!” 

By teaching yourself how to best teach 
your dog, you will avoid confusitig him with 
mixed signals. And remember, in the eyes of 
your dog, you are the “leader of the pack.” 
His institicts ac to please you. Coming up 
next week: “Canine Adolescent Rebellion.”

It was 2 a.m. and dark on the coast of 
West Africa when we landed in Dakar, the capital 
of Senegal. We were disoriented with new languages 
and smells and seemingly living sidewalks, actually 
the beds of many who have come here to work. 

Dakar, the cultural nexus of West Africa, is 
called by many the “Paris of Africa,” suggesting 
the city has been heavily intluenced by the 
priorities of an occidental lifestyle. And while one 
finds cafes and fashion boutiques, they coexist 
with the street markets, magazine stands and book 
stores. At minimum, six languages are regularly 
spoken in this city where exposure to such variety 
lends to a popular acceptance of different views 
and an openness to change. 

Our Hotel “Juma,” meaning mosque in Pulaar, 
one of the largest black cultural groups in West 
Africa, was ad jacent to the Sandaga market where 
we were simultaneously enthralled with the 
excitement and naively vulnerable to experienced 
children ever watchful for the tubaks’ gaping bags. 
W'e were the “tubaks,” a term left over from 
the first colonial intrusions meaning “white 
strangers,” in their country soaking in the 
atmosphere. 

Sheep tied to signal posts bayed, flies buzzed 
around ripe mangoes, and music played as lingerie 
for sale waved with the breeze and hundreds of 
tailors created with vibrant cloth. 

Walking along we noticed the clothing in this 
impoverished center since it shines, exemplifying 
more than the outer garments of people eating 
less to hide their poverty. These men and women, 
determined to continue with the traditions of their 
homeland, the Senegal River region of Senegal and 
Mauritania called the Euta, dress in reverence to 
Allah, the Clod of Islam and their land, the base 
of their existence. 

The men, elegant in their “wutes,” long robes, 
and prayer hats, congregate in front of the mosques 
to share the news above the traffic noise, while 
rubbing therapeutic prayer beads and chewing on 
kola nuts, good for suppressing the appetite, and 
sometimes embroidering the front piece of a robe. 

The women, with carefully tressed hair and 
gold earrings and stone necklaces, shine like queens

as they walk the crowded streets and bargain for 
the day’s fish and vegetables to enhance the midday 
bowl of rice. 

The presence of these people so filled with 
pride, demands attention and helps one understand 
how the Pulaars, the Wolofs, the Soninkes, the 
Maurs, and many other cultural groups persevere 
with their self-interested lives and a distanced 
consideration of their governments. The ruling 
power structures which lack populous input, foster 
the people’s ambivalence towards their leadership. 
With the continuation of the drought and the 
growing dependence of Senegal and Mauritania 
on outside food aid; milk, oil, wheat, sorghum 
and rice — the governments have become 
distributors. In this way they have increased contact 
with the population they may eventually represent. 

Driving from Dakar, Senegal to Nauakchott, 
Mauritania, we watched the landscape change, 
from the mango and baobab trees to the scrubby 
savannah along the Senegal River to sand dunes 
with an occasional prickly tree or bush. We knew 
attitudes would be changing as well. 

I he Islamic Republic of Mauritania with its 
militarily backed leadership has one government- 
owned newspaper printed in the official languages — 
Arabic and French. 

f'laced strategically half way up the coast 
line, Nouakchott, the capital, lacks a feeling of 
permanence. The architecture, a modern presentation 
of the Islamic world, gives this pale city a fragile 
and yet determined facade. 

Every time I entered Nouakchott for volunteer 
meetings,shots and any other business, I felt 1 
was entering another country where the Arabic- 
speaking, white Maurs were in power. 

The Futa, the river region where I had been 
placed in a village, is the home for most of the 
black populations; the Pulaars, Wolofs, Soninkes, 
and more recently, the black Maurs who have 
moved South. I his region where farmers are using 
irrigation and motor pumps, enabling a transition 
from rain fed to river front fields, holds the 
agricultural future of Mauritania and yet receives 
marginal recognition from its government,. The 
selective distribution of government resources, the 
geographic division of cultures and languages, the 
biased judicial system, and the history of financial 
dependence are just some of the reasons lor 
Mauritania’s struggling sense of nationalism.

plans 100th year 


By Louise Stamer 

Sierra Madre Congre¬ 
gational Church will 
have its 100th anniver¬ 
sary in 1986. Genelle Ni- 
cnolson has charge of the 
historieal data pertaining 
to our chureh. It was 
almost with a sense of 
awe that I opened and 
read the first book that 
Genelle gave me and 
realized I was reading 
pages that were written 
over lOO years ago in my 
own hometown about 
my home church. 

In rural areas, even 
today, churches are es¬ 
tablished by a group of 
people drawn together in 
a Sunday School or 
Bible study setting. This 
was true of Sierra Mad¬ 
re Congregational Church 
in 1882. Residents of 
newly-founded Sierra 
Madre were drawn to¬ 
gether on Sunday to 
study the word of God. 
People in that time had 
no electronic pleasures 
and had to depend on 
each other for help and 
entertainment. 

Sunday School was 
held in the first school- 
house on Live Oak Ave¬ 
nue now Orange Grove 
and Hermosa Street. 
Charter members on 
Mar. 27, 1886 were Mr. 
and Mrs. C. Edward 
Cook, Mary A. Abbey, 
Joseph W. Goodwin, 
Mary A. Reed, Fidelia 
Blanchard, Josephine E. 
White, Irwin A. White, 
Herbert A. Whitehead, 
Fanny A. Andrews, An- 
netta M. Carter, A. 
Florence Carter and 
George B. Davis. 

In October, 1889, this 
group had increased and 
voted to erect a house 
of worship. On Dec. lO 
of that year the de¬ 
cision was made to se¬ 
cure a location on Cen¬ 
tral Ave. which is no'.' 


Sierra Madre Blvd. Two 
lots were donated by 
C. E. Cook and W. S. 
Andrews, and on Apr. 7, 

1890, work was com¬ 
menced. On Aug. 17, the 
first services were held 
in the newly-completed 
building (today 191 West 
Sierra Madre Blvd. and 
known as The Old North 
Church), and on Dec. 14, 
Sierra Madre Congrega¬ 
tional Chureh was de¬ 
dicated. 

The architect for the 
new church was Mr. Ait- 
kins who modeled it af¬ 
ter a Dutch church in 
Holland and who also 
built the first known 
bungalow on West High¬ 
land once owned by the 
Krafft sisters, Elsa and 
Gladys. 

A gift of $550 from 
Mr. and Mrs. Dexter 
Richard of Newport, 
N.H. .started the church 
building fund. The Ladies 
Aide Society donate^ 
$250. A loan from the 
Church Building As¬ 
sociation and other sub 
scriptions allowed tlK 
building to be completed 
for the total cost of 
$3336. 

At the time of the 
building’s completion, 
the pastor was the Rev. 
E.E.P. Abbott, the third 
minister to serve the 
church. 

“The Hundredth Mon¬

of us has to go!” 

He yielded and built a second home 200 feet 
away. The old house was torn down with just a 
portion of the foundation left to continue as sup¬ 
port for the great plant. Soon the vine grew up to 
the new structure. 

[he [ ennels began inviting friends to come to 
enjoy the vine when it was in bloom. More and 
more came each year, l.ocal groups became involved 
when the crowds grew so large. 

The American Red Cross held the first Wistaria 
Festival during WWI, a very successful fund-raising 
for the war effort. Other organizations became 
sponsors each year. 

l or years it was a major project of the Wom¬ 
en’s Club. In 1930, the Volunteer Fire Depart¬ 
ment parked a total of 7(),(XX) cars. The parking 
lot, now gone, due to development, was located 
to the west at the mouth of Floral Canyon. De¬ 


velopment also meant a cutback of a portion of the 
vine. 

The Japanese regard the wistaria as the symbol 
of ideal womanhood. The festivals certainly had 
their share with the royal courts.
